Highway Department's 'Duty to 


Make Roads, as Safe for Traffic 


as Keeping Them in Shape 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 
5—Dis- 


trict engineers and superintendents 
of the state highway department are 
requested to study roads within -their 
jurisdiction with a view of eliminat- 
ing or so marking that even 
the 


reckless will note every hazardous 
turn or angle of the road. 


-This step is taken !by the highway 


commission to do everything possible 
to safeguard life and property on 
sitate controlled highways, 
and to 


help minimize accidents that seem 
to be increasing at an alarming rate 
largely due to careless drivers, says 
John D. Williams,, director. Mr 
Williams and his associate take the 
position that it is the department's 
duty to make state roads as safe for 
traffic as it is to make their surface 
smooth and pleasurable. • Highway 
patrolmen are •constantly being re- 
minded that nothing should be over- 
looked, to expedite'and make safer 
Indiana state road travel. The 
thought is being conveyed to these 
field workers from--.the. officials of 
the central office, Wat the said field 
man• is directly responsible for ex- 
pediting traffic over roads .under his' 
supervision. 

In a letter just sent to field--men 
Mr. Williams points out that at is

The roacf',director says that nat- 


urally the ideal situation is to re- 
move all turns and curves by relo- 
cation, but itJiis is impossible with- 
out the expenditure of an immense 
sum of money, and it is not neces- 
sary if the public will use -a little 
common sense. Everywhere a turn 
or a hazard exists on a state road it 
has been properly marked, he de- 
clares, and \ the order today is to 
mark it a sepond time, or in other 
words give iji^n'-additional warning. 
However,; life 'admits that all the 
signs in thC%orld will not 
make 


some drivebg act sanely, because 
some peopleVare destined, it seems 
to disobey !jj»ny warning that might 
be given. Fortunately this class is in 
the great "jmnontv, and it is hoped 
by highway officials that the many 
agencies and the press all. striving' 


to drive a little courtesy into the 
reckless driver, plus warning signs 
at aR hazardous places, will in tin 
end -bear fruit.

a curve or turn will frequently cause 
accidents. On curves it is desirable 
to elevate the outer half of the roa< 
as well as it-he outer shoulder. Ele- 
vation of the curves and reducing 
the'high crown win frequently
